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EMPIRE'S CHAIN OF WIRELESS 


IS THE BEST IN THE WORLD) 


R |Great Lakes for the 
British Government Fully Recognizes [m>ortance of Rapid) 


Imperial Communication, and Britain Now Leads 
in W.reless, Connecting the Domin.oas. 


London.—In the House of commons, 
H, Page, Croft, Unionist member for 
Christ church, drew attention to the 
total lack of organization in Imperial 
affairs and the failure to carry oul 
the proposals of the premiers of the 
overseas dominions made at the im- 
perial conference last spring. The 
Government ought to re-consider the 
whole imperial position, he said. 

Major Archer Shee, Unionist, urg: 
ed the appointment of the proposed 
imperial trade commissioners and 
construction of a state-owned Atlan- 
tic cable. 


L, S..Amery, Unionist, condemned 
the Government's attitude regarding 
unity of the Empire. In the country’s 
present industrial distress, Britain's 
willing workers ought to be linked to 
the Empire’s boundless resources. 


Postmaster-General Samuels said 
the Government fully recognized the 
importance of cheap and rapid im- 
perial communication, and had ar- 
ranged with the Marconi Company 
for a chain of wireless stations con- 
necting Britain, India, Australia’ and 
New Zealand, at a cost of half a mil- 
lion. 


This was of the greatest import: 
ance from the strategical aspect and 
placed this country far ahead of any 
other country in respect of wireless 
communications. A state-owned ca- 
ble across the Atlantic could only re- 
sult in loss because there would be 
no constant and certain volume of 
Canadian business. The cost would 
be half a million sterling, the annual 
maintenance, £50,000 and revenue 
probably not more than £25,000. 

At the imperial conference the Aus- 
tralian and New Zealand resolution 
for a state-owned cable was with- 
drawn in view of the probable reduc- 
tion of charges by cable companies, 
and the Canadian postmaster-gener- 
al had also said that such a cable 
‘was unnecessary.

St. Louis, Mo.—The floods in this 
section of the country, including Mis- 
souri, Illinois and Kentucky, are the 
worst on record. Property loss has 
already run into millions of dollars. 

Cairo and the drainage district 
above that city are the only two dry 
spots in that section of the country, 
the entire territory north and south 
of Cairo being covered with several 
feet of water. 


Large forces of men patrol the 
levees constantly, and everything is 
heing done to keep the embankments 
in condition to resist all the water 
in sight and more. Trains are still 
operating out of Cairo, but in many 
eases are being routed over foreign 
systems. 


Keeping Busy at Regina. 

Regina, Sask.—A whirlwind cam- 
paign is now in progress in this city 
for the raising of a $15,000 publicity 
fund, and the efforts of the committee 
of the board of trade are meeting

Horace Halcrow Thinks It is Best 
Port on the Bay. 
Le Pas, N.W.T.—Horace Halcrow, 


who returned from Port Nelson a few 
days ago, and who has been several 
times down the Bay both to Fort 
Churchill and Port Nelson, declared 
in an interview that in his opinion 
the latter was undoubtedly the bet- 
ter port on account of the deep cen- 
tral channel, the wide entrance and 
the fact that the land where the city 
would be located is high and dry and 
well protected by trees. There can 
be no doubt, added Mr. Halcrow, 
about the north side of the river be- 
ing the best location for a city, as 
the south side is often submerged for 
ten miles inland. 

On the trip from which he has just 
returned Mr. Halcrow met two men 
located on land near Port Nelson in- 
tendirg to claim squatters’ rights 
when the time comes that the land 
will be surveyed. They had been 
there a year, and were anxious to 
know what progress was being made 
with the construction of the line from 
here. 

Speaking about the much discussed 
line from Prince Albert to the Bay, 
Mr. Halcrow’ expressed the opinion 
that the city would soon find it a bet- 
ter plan to build or encourage the 
building of a road to connect at Le 
Pas with the goverfiment line than 
to advocate the construction of a rail- 
way to connect farther north, through 
land which is quite impracticable. 

The piers of the bridge at Le Pas, 
are now completed, but the steel for 
the superstructure has not yet ar- 
rived.

MADE NO STATEMENT 


Colonial Secretary Uninformed on Do- 
minion’s Intentions Regarding 
Navy. 

London.——-Questioned as to whether 
with a view to the immediate estab- 
lishment of one naval staff for the 
whole empire, the other dominions 
will be invited to send representativ- 
es, to the forthcoming conference be- 
tween the Canadian ministers and the 
British admiralty, Right Hon. Lewis 
Harcourt, the colonial secretary, in- 
ferred his personal willingness to 
such a proposal, but added that in the 
absence of an official Canadian re- 
quest he could not make any definite 
statement with regard to the matter, 


U. S. AND RECIPROCITY 


Senate's Bill to Repeal Whole of Act 
Provokes Criticism. 

Washington, D.C.—The Senate fin- 
ance committee, in reporting favor- 
ably on Senator McCumber's bill to 
repeal all of the Canadian reciprocity 
act save the section relating to free 
pulp and paper, has provoked critic- 
ism that is taken to indicate a still 
existing hope on this side the line 
that the act may yet be ratified by 
Canada. 

lt is boldly asserted that the sen- 
ator violates the construction in pro- 
posing legislation to change a law 
touching the public revenues, and 
that such measures must originate in 
the House. Moreover, the finance 
committee is accused of disrespect in 
not having obtained the president’s 
consent to the proposed legislation. 

Senator McCumber says that as 
his bill does not touch the section of 
reciprocity which is active law, it 
cannot conflict with the constitution, 
that Canada had its chance and re- 
jected it, and now the offer should be 
withdrawn. He says that the presi- 
dent did not ask the consent of the 
Senate to propose reciprocity, hence 
there is no obligation on the part of 
the Senate to consult the president 
as to repeal. 

Senator McCumber declares that 
the Republicans, generally, favor the 
repeal of the reciprocity act. This 
bill. which the finance committee re- 
ports favorably, repeals section two.

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LESSON Iti.—SECOND QUARTER, 
FOR APRIL 14, 1912. 


Text of the Lesson, Mark ii, 23 to iil, 
6—Memory Verses, 27, 28—Golden 
Text, Mark ii, ‘27—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M, Stearns. 


The rererd of today’s iesson, (wo 
Savbath day incidenis, the djselples 
plucking corn and a withered hand 
restored in the synagogue, is found 
in Matt. xii and Luke vi, as wel) as 
in Mark, so that it must concern lim 
not only as the Jewish King rejec:ed, 
but also as the perfect servant, and 
as the Son of Man, to whom all 
things will yet be subdued. To un- 
cerstand Him and His words and 
works we must consider His as Na- 
thanie!l spoke of Him, “the Son of 
God, the King of Israel” (John i, 49), 
as “the King of the Jews” whom the 
Vise men sought (Matt. fi, 2), and 
as’ the “Wonderfnl, Counselor, the 
Mighty God, the Bverlasting Father, 
the Prince of Peace, who will yet 
sit upon the throne of David and 
whose kingdom shall know no end” 
(Iga. ix, 6, 7; Luke i, 32, 33). The 
late Dr. Weston in his “Genesie of 
the New: Testament” says that the 


Jewish Sabbath was the one peculiar 
and distinctive ordinance of the na- 
tion. Other nations practiced cir- 
cumcision and had temples, offered 
sacrifices and performed religious 
rites, but the Sabbath was the Jew- 
ish national flag. In it they claimed 
a peculiar relation to God as their 
Creator, Redeemer and Rest, and, if 
by this man’s treatment of their Sab- 
bath they are to be deprived of their 
distinction from other nations, what 
is the use of being G6d’s people? 
Considering this, it is not so surpris- 
ing that the immediate occasion of 
the determination by the Jewish rul- 
ers to put Christ to death, as stated 
in all the gospels, was His relation 
to the Sabbath. He claimed to be 
greater than Solomon or the temple 
or the Sabbath (Matt. xii, 6, 8, 42), 
but they would not so receive Him, 
They honored Him with their li 
but théir heart was far from H 
(Isa. xxix, 13; Ezek, xxxiii, 31; Mal 
xv, 7, 8). They had a form of wos 
ship without any power, Jchovab, 
whom they professed to worship, Wae 
in their midst, and they knew Him 
not. 

Matthew says that as the disciples 
passed through the . cornfields they 
were hungry, and Luke says that 
they rubbed the ears of corn in their, 
hands and did eat. Our Lord Him- 
self was an hungered on other occa- 
sions, as recorded in Matt. iv, 2; xxi, 
18. Concerning Israel it is written 
that He suffered them to hunger 
(Deut. viii, 3), but it Was to prove 
them and teach them. The wicked 
are ever watching the righteous and 
seeking to slay them (Ps. xxxvii, 32), 
and here they are finding fault and 
condemning the disciples, and the 
Lord, too, because they knew Him 
not, nor the Scriptures, which they 
professed to reverence. He referred 
them to their own Scriptures, saying. 
“Have ye never read what David did 
when he had need and was an hun- 
gered? (Verse 25.) There is no 
word of condemnatiom here for David 
and his followers. He came not to 
condemn, but to show mercy, hence 
His quotation from the prophets in 
Matthew’s record, “I will have mer- 
cy and not sacrifice’ (Matt. xii, 7; 
Hos. vi, 6), The rest of the verse 
in Hosea says that the knowledge of 
God is better than burnt offering. 
The primary idea in sacrifice is that 
God gives to us, not that we give 
to Him, for in the first sacrifice the 
Lord gave to Adam and Eve redemp- 
tion clothing which He Himself pro- 
vided, a foreshadowing of Christ loy- 
ing the church and giving Himsely 
for it, purchasing it with His owB 
blood. We cannot give anything ¢ 
God nor offer Him acceptable servie® 
until we have received mercy fromg 
Him as the one who saves sinner, 
Before ever sin entered this woriu 
God set apart one day in seven as 
a time when man might be free from 
all work and give himself up wholly 
to becoming acquainted with God, 
for there is nothing that can com- 
pare with knowing God (Jer. ix, 23, 
24). The Lord of thé Sabbath gave 
to man in His own image a day on 
which He might specially bless him 
by the revelation of himself as the 
source of all being and blessing and 
life and love and peace. The man in 
the synagogue with the withered 
hand was strongly suggestive of the 
condition of the natiop and of their 
inability to do anything for God until 
they would accept His merey. In the 
record, in Matt. xii, 11, 12, He uses 
the illustration of the necessity of 
rescuing a sheep from a pit, even on 
the Sabbath day, but He speaks of 
the owner of the sheep doing this, 
saying. “What man shall have one 
sheep,” not see a sheep. He loved 
these wayward sheep. He came to 
give them life. He was as ready te 
heal them as He was to restore that 
withered hand, but they would not 
let Him, and the hardness (or blind 
ness—-margin) of their hearta was a 
grief to Him. Note the cry from H 


heart concerning them. “We wou 
not.” “We will not.” “If thou hadst 
known" (Matt xxiii, 97; ~~ ®; 


John v, 40; Luke xix, 41, 42). Im 
stead of having anything iike « peul- 
tent spirit, a conviction of sin, their 
proud hearts 80 rebelled against 
Him and His teaching that they went

Two Ways to Bake Cookies. 
Almond Cookies.—One-half pound of 
butter, one-half pound of sugar, three 
yolks of eggs, one-half cupful of milk, 
three cupfuls of flour, rind of one lemon 
grated, four teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder. Mix, roll out thin and cut into 


‘ gmall cookies with the following on 
| top of each: Three whites of eggs 


beaten, three-fourths pound of pulver- 
ized sugar, one-half pound of chopped 
almonds. Mix well together. Make 
this one hour before mixing cooky 
dough. 

Oatmeal Cookies.—Cream one cupful 
of butter, one and one-half cupfuls of 
sugar till light. Add three eggs beaten 
light, one-half teaspoonful of salt, one 
teaspoonful of cinnamon, one cupful of 
chopped nuts, one-half cupful of raisins 
blended with flour, two cupfuls of oat- 
meal. Put nuts, oatmeal and raisins 
through meat grinder. When thorough- 
ly mixed add two cupfuls of flour sift- 
ed twice and one teaspoonful of soda 
dissolved in one tablespoonful and a 
half of boiling hot water. Drop on 
cooky pans by teaspoonfuls and bake. 


Sandwich Filling. 

Cold ham and cold chicken minced 
together make a most delicious filling 
for sandwiches. Fried ham ground fine 
is always more savory than boiled ham 
for sandwiches. In fact, some persons 
fry the chicken which they are going 
to use for sandwiches in order to get 
the delicate browned flavor. The pot- 


‘ted meats which come for sandwich 


fillings are more delicious if they are 
mixed liberally with mayonnaise dress- 
ing. And these same potted meats are 
useful in croquettes, souffies and other 
made dishes. The smallest can of the 
highly flavored potted meat mixed with 
the minced meat of which such dishes 
are to e made is sufficient to give a 
rich flavor to quite a large amount.

Take the white sialks and hearts of 
two bunches of celery and boil in salt- 
ed water until nearly tender. Drain 
and put in a dish to keep hot while 
the sauce is prepared. Put into a 
saucepan two tablespoonfuls each of 
butter and four and as soon as melted 
add balf a cupful of the water in 
which the celery was cooked and a 
generous cup of cream. Cook until 
thick and smooth, season with salt and 
pepper, pour over the celery, grate a 
little nutmeg over the top and serve.
